Driven From Yugoslav Home 


Undergo Physical Beatings From 
Anti-Catholic Mob Within Walls Of Church 


Geneva, Switzerland, July 15.—(NC)—A detailed eye- 
witness report of an incident in Yugoslavia involving depor- 
tation of a religious community and a church profanation 
gives an indication of the animosity in that country of Par- 
tisan-led sections of the populace toward the Catholic Church 


and of the heroic steadfastnes 


s of Yugoslav Catholics in the 


face of threats, persona] harass-?- . 


ments and actual physical beatings. 


The report tells how Catholics 
responded with spontaneous loyalty 
to the ousting of a group of Sales- 
ian Religious from the village of 
Marijin Dvor, and accompanied 
these Religious in a chanting, 
praying throng to the town of 

aruvar, where all were set upon 
by an anti-Catholic mob within the 
walls of the town church. 


The account begins with the ap- 
proach of a committee to the In- 
stitute of Marijin Dvor on March 
80 of this year with the summary 
notice that the members of the 
Salesian religious community must 
clear out of the buildings within 
two hours. The heads of the com- 
munity at first refused, since the 
deputation had no written order, 
but under the threat of force were 
obliged to agree to eventually de- 
a The people of the neighbor- 

ood, learning of the action, went 
to the local authorities to protest, 
but were not given any satisfac- 
tion. 


The next day, Sunday, as the 
Catholics of the vicinity gathered 
to attend Mass at the Institute, a 
cordon of militia was stationed 
around the building and the people 
were told whoever attempted to 
break through the cordon would be 
shot. A large crowd, nevertheless, 
ignored threats and went past the 
militiamen into the church. After 
Mass the commander of the militia 
made a speech in front of the In- 
stitute, saying that the establish- 
ment was to be turned into a hos- 
pital. 


This announcement was received 
with protests, the church members 
explaining that the Institute was 
not suitable for such a purpose, 
and that it was needed in the vil- 
lage, since it served both as school 
and church. The militia leader re- 
plied that there was no reason to 
be upset, that there are many na- 
tions in the world today in which 
there are no priests and where God 
is not known nor respected. The 
people continued in their defense 
of the Sale: ans, stating they did 
not wish to return to the barbarity 
of peoples without a God, and 
offering to pay a second time for 
the Institute if it might be allow- 
ed to remain as a religious struc- 
ture, 


All protests of the people and 
the Religious being in vain, the 
Salesians packed their belonging 
and, on Monday, April 1, left the 
Institute. Their departure was 
transformed into a spontaneous 
religious demonstration, as several 
thousand Catholics gathered to ac- 
company them to the neighboring 
parish church of Daruvar, to which 
the expelled Salesians transferred 
a venerated image of the Blessed 
Mother that had reposed in the 
Institute church. 


As the procession neared Daru- 
var, a number of alien persons 
were noticed approaching and _ in- 
ing the throng. These persons at- 
tempted with repeated shouts and 
exclamations to interrupt = the 
hymns and prayers of the others. 
There were also pro-fascist -out- 
cries by other outsiders in the pro- 
cession, who sought in this wy to 
compromise the religious charac- 
ter of the demonstration. 


At the Daruvar church, as the 
processioners gathered before the 
main altar, and the local pastor, a 
Father Ettinger, prepared to ad- 
minister Benediction of the Most 
Blessed Sacrament, a group of stu- 
dents, workers and ex-soldiers 
broke into the edifice and started 
a violent disturbance, swearing,

Instead Of The Church Being In Politics Popes And Bishops Forbid Clergy To Back Any Party 


The Church's Attitude 
Towards Politics 


an address delivered in the presence of the new American 
Cardinals last February, Pope Pius XII clearly declared that the 
Catholic clergy may not be active in Party Politics; that they may 
not hold political office; that they may not use their pulpit to advo- 
cate the candidacy of any politicians. He declared that in Italy 
Article 32 of the Concordat, concluded in 1929 between the Holy 
See and Italy, would be faithfully observed. This article forbids 
ecclesiastics in Italy “to belong to or participate in any political 
party.” Then the Pope declared: “On her part the Church does 
not wish to be involved, in any way, in merely political questions. 
In these she allows Catholics as such full liberty of opinion and 
action.” He declared, however, “the separation between religion 
and life, between the Church and the world, is contrary to the 
Christian and Catholic idea.” He observed further: “religion and 
morality in their tight union compose an indivisible whole.” 

According to that sound Christian theory the Church cannot, 
of course, fail to take notice of movements designed to destroy 
either faith or morals or both. 

Last December, the Osservatore Romano, the Vatican paper, 
observed: 

“It should not be necessary to give an explanation to intelli- 
gent readers, for they know as well as we do that the Vatican has 
remained, and will remain, aloof from the activities of political 
parties in Italy.” 

It would have been good for both Italy and the world, in the 
light of what has happened, during the past 70 years, if the Catho- 
lics of Italy had, as Christian citizens, interested themselves more 
in politics. 

For forty years Catholics did not even vote in Italy, which left 
the entire political field to their enemies. It is for this reason that,

Did The Pope Deliver 
A Political Speech? 


THE Christian Century (June 26, 1946) wrote an editorial 


entitled “The Pope’s Holy War.” What did the editor mean 
by “the Holy War?” He meant the recent address of Pope Pius 
XII admonishing the people, especially of France and Italy, to vote 
in favor of the preservation of the Christian civilization which 


‘both these countries had enjoyed for more than 1000 years, If 


that admonition implied a “holy war,” it was only a “holy war” 
against Communism which fs professedly atheistic. Hence it was 
not a “political” war, but a “moral” war which, we thought, all 
Christians believe it to be the business of the divine Church to 
wage at all times. St. Peter bids us to “resist strong in faith” the 
efforts of God's enemy. 

The St. Louis Post-Dispatch, on June 8, 1946, criticized the 

Holy Father’s June 1 speech, charging that he was inviting French 
and Italian voters to cast their ballots against Communism.

Archbishop Gawlina Says 
National Church Advocate 
Want To Kill Religion 


New York, July 22 —(NC)— An 
emphatic assertion that the 
strength of the Polish people has 
come from its unity with the Holy 
See, and that severance of the 
Polish nation from the center of 
Christianity would ultimately bring 
about its ruin, is contained in a 
pastoral by Archbishop Jos of 
Gawlina, Ordinary of the Polish 
Armed Forces and Refugees, read 
to all Polish Army units and at all 
Polish refugee centers, according 
to the Inter-Catholic Press Agency 
reports. The prelate was recently 
given the personal title of Arch- 
— by His Holiness Pope Pius 


Speaking out against those who 
would create a national church 
and detach the Polish nation from 
Rome, Archbishop Gawlina stated 
that for almost 1,000 years, “since 
our beloved nation received Holy 
Baptism, Poland has drawn its 
vital force from unity with the 
Church of God.” “This unity in 
Faith helped us to endure in the 
darkest moments of the past,” the 
letter states. 

The ‘German occupation authori- 
ties, the Archbishop recalls, ‘tried 
to rob us of that treasure,” and 
now others in Poland are making 
efforts “to lead the people grad- 
ually away from Catholic unity.” 
This is the reason for the break- 
ing of the Concordat and “the un- 
precedented marital lawlessness,” 
resulting from the new marriage 
laws, he declares. 

Charging that those who are 
vociferously proclaiming the idea 
of a national church are not so 
much interested ‘in the welfare as 
the destruction of the Church, the 
prelate asks: “Who is it that calls

Survey Indicates | 
Rise In Number 
Of Catholic Clergy 


But New Vocations 
Suffered Sharp Decline 
In Years Of War 


Washington, July 22 — (NC) 
The first general survey made by 
the Holy Ghost Fathers since be. 
fore the war shows that during the 
critical war years the number of 
priests in the society has increased 
by about 30 percent, but the num. 
ber of preparatory students has 
dropped almost 45 percent. Re. 
sults of the survey are reviewed in 
a report issued from the general 
headquarters of the Father's jy 
Paris and received by members of 
the society here. 

The community now numbers 
2,260 priests and has in its semin. 
aries 1,216 preparatory students, 
This represents an increase of 569 
priets over the seven-year period 
and a loss of 929 seminarians, the 
report states, The total of pro 
fesseqd members is 4,034. 
Hardest hit by the war were the 
provinces. in France, Germany. and 
Poland. In the latter country there 
are no seminarians or novices, al 
though seven years ago there were 
104. In the French province the 
seminarians dropped from 8387 to 
299, and in Germany from 256 to 
30. 


Most impressive gains were 
made in the provinces in Ireland 
and Holland. In Ireland the num- 
ber of the community’s priests dur- 
ing the past seven years jumped 
from 204 to 310, and its seminar- 
ians from 183 to 274. In Holland 
there are now 229 priests compared 
with 103 before the war. The pro- 
vince in the United States now 
number 272 priests, reporting an 
increase of almost 100 priests dur 
ing the war period.

The Lutheran Herald (January 
16, 1945) ecatains a very lengthy 
editorial denunciatory of the Cath- 
olic Church and defines “clerical- 
ism” as “the organized political 
power of the higher clergy of the 
Roman Catholic Church, as distin- 
guished from the Catholic religious 
tradition, and the mass of the 
Roman Catholic people.” 


Dr, Harold Ockenga, of Boston, 
addrecsing the Third Annual Con- 
vention of the National Association 
of Evangelists, on May 3, 1945, 
said: “The Roman Catholic Hier- 
archy is now reaching out for con- 
trol of the Government of the 
United States.” The organization 
he addressed comprises 63 denomi- 
nations and counts 900,000 Evan- 
gelists.

“The defeat of the monarchy is 
also a blow for the Vatican. The 
accomplished diplomats of the curia 
will not leave anything undecne to 
regain the lost perition. Although 
the Christian Democratic Party, in 
its’ majority, decided for the re- 
public, it is well known that the in- 
fluence of high clerics influenced 
many voters to cast their ballot for 
the monarchy.”

music had theme, rhythm anc 
meaning; and good music still 
has. But whatever is the 
shrieking cacophony of boogie- 
woogie supposed to express? 
Painting once depicted real- 
ity, but surely much of our 
modern painting does no such 
thing. Some one remarked 
that one impressionistic paint- 
ing looked like an explosicn in 
a shingle factory. Since that 
time there has been such fur- 
ther deterioration that one can 
now discover paintings that 
look like a notion shop hit by 
a block-buster. In literature 
we find the same disdain for 
reality. In a review of “Finne- 
gan’s Wake,” by James Joyce, 
the reviewer actually remarked 
that even the parts one didn’t 
understand, were good. But'if 
he didn’t understanc them how 
did he know? That is the whole 
trouble with modern art, no one 
knows what it means except 
the artist. The artist may tell 
us on the sly what his art por- 
trays, in a lecture in an article 
or an .interview, but his art 
does not speak for itself. It 
may express the artist: it cer- 
tainly does not express reality. 
Where this escape from real- 
ity will end, there is no telling. 
We are now confronted with 
the problem of double-talk. No 
one knows what the speaker 
means—but that’s the whole 
joke. The game is to confuse 
the hearer, cross him up, get 
him lost in a meaningless vol- 
ume of sound. Holy Scripture 
says, “If the trumpet gives 
forth an uncertain sound, who 
shall prepare for battle? So, 
likewise you, unless with the 
tongue you utter intelligible 
speech, how shall it be known 
what is said? For you will be 
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peaking to the empty air.” 
There seems now to be a great 
deal of windy agitation to no 
purpose. Very early in his 
famous Apology, Socrates said 
that it was the duty of an 
orator to speak the truth. Poor 
old Socrates never heard of 
double-talk and was a poor 
hand at diplomacy. Max East- 
man once wrote a book entitled 
The Tyrany of Words, the 
point of which was: too many 
words are used without the 
proper appreciation of their 
meanings. With the advent of 
double-talk the tyrany is com- 
plete. 

Religion has not escaped the 
bewildering confusion of our 
time. During the war I spoke 
with a reporter in the ETO, 
who said, “The religion of the 
future must be modern an 
progressive, don’t you agree?” 
My rejoinder had to be, that, 
before all else, religion should 
be true, and I was certain that 
no matter how modern or pro- 
gressive a religion might be, if 
it were not founded on Truth 
it was a waste of time. 

Now, that reporter really 
wasn’t playing smart; neither 
was he acting dumb. He was 
merely expressing the futile 
contemporary approach to re- 
ligion and to life.

Marriage And Religion

IRST of all to-day, let’s answer?- 


a question addressed to us by a 
girl who signs herself, simply, 
‘Paula,” 

“What do you think of a single 
girl going with a married man?” 
she asks. 


“I am twenty years old and I am 
seeing a married man about two 
nights a week. He is fifteen years 
older than myself, and has a wife 
and two children. I have tried to 
stop seeing him, but I go as long 
as four weeks and I miss him so 
much that I just have to see him 
again. We have to meet after 
dark. ' 

“No one knows about this and 
no one would ever suspect us. Do 

ou think I should continue seeing 


im? If not, what should I say to 
him ?” 

Now, if everything were on the} 
up-and-up between Paula and her) 
friend, she wouldn’t bother writ- | 
ing in. Many a girl counts a mar- | 
ried man—or even several married | 
men—among her friends. 

But here’s a girl with a married | 
friend whom she can see only un- 
der cover of darkness. Why is 
that? “I have tried to stop seeing 
him,” she says. And why has she 
tried to stop seeing him? You see, 
she knows the answer to her own 
question. But she’s written to us 
in the hope that somehow we’ll be 
able to make wrong right and issue 
her a license of some sort to con- 
tinue a sinful relationship.

What Constitutes True Marriage? 

After the instinct of self-pres- 
ervation, Almighty God has put 
in us the powerful instinct of race- 
preservation that leads a man to 
seek a wife with whom he can 
found a family. In marriage, then, 
the man gives himself to a woman, 
and she gives herself to the man 
m a perpetual and exclusive con- 
tract aiming at the procreation of 
children, the legitimate relief of 
the sex urge, and mutual compan- 
lonship throughout the years. 

The husband no longer belongs 
to himself, but to his wife—that 
wife whom he is to love as Christ 
loved the Church. And ‘conversely 
for the wife: she belongs to her 
husband. 

Almighty God, when He devised 
His plan for populating the earth 
through the children of Adam and 
Eve, saw that a child, if it is to be 
brought up and educated properly, 
must have a home. 

It needs the devoted attention of 
a mother and the firm hand of a 
father over a long period of years. 
And the father himself is in con- 
stant need of an intimate friend, 
some one to sympathize with him, 
someone to round off the corners 
of his life, to surround him with 
the graciousness of home atmos- 
phere. The wife, in her turn, needs 
a bread-winner. Someone must be 
there to protect and shelter her 
during those delicate days when 
she is with child, and later when 
she is nursing the infant. Mother- 
hood is a full-time job. 

All of this calls for stability. The 
home must stand on the rock of 
mutual fidelity. There can be no 
thought of a breakup with the chil- 
dren dropped into a boarding school 
or pitched from mother to father 
at odd intervals. 

These are some of the reasons 
behind God's will regarding holy

On Quarreling With The Pastor 


One of our listeners writes that 
he had a quarrel with his pastor 
and has not gone to church in many 
years. His letter shows that’ the 
whole thing was a misunderstand- 
ing, but it provides a springboard 
for a few remarks on the subject. 
If ever we quarrel with our pas- 
tor, the right way for us to get 
square with him is by pulling up 
all the flowers in his garden.

That’s 
no skin off his shins—our staying 
away—but it does put us on the 
It defrauds God of

Seriously, Religion is something 
much bigger than individual men. 
Our vision should never be so nar- 
row that one man can black out 
the sight of God for us. If a dif- 
ference should arise between the 
Pastor and us, we should use every 
means to straighten out the diffi- 
cultv peaceably. We should go 
and talk with him man to man, 
explaining our side, If matters 
come to a deadlock, all right, it’s 
still our Church, and while we may 
be shut out from the sacraments, 
we can still assist at Divine Ser- 
vices! But we must always remem- 
ber that we’re never hurting any- 
one but ourselves when we stay 
from Church.

of Catholic Action must therefore 
not accept any responsibilities of 
a political character and must not 
mix in party politics.” 

Bishop Antonio Caggiano, of 
Rosario, Argentine, addressing 
delegates from seventeen countries 
of the western hemisphere, at San- 
tiage do Chile, said: 

“Neither the Church nor Catholic 
Action can descend to the plane of 
the fight between political parties, 
but the men of Catholic Action, as 
individuals, are also citizens and 
have obligations to their country 
which, as a democracy, claims 
them as soldiers in the ranks of its 
political parties, Catholics can and 
should promote socio-economic and 
also political. organizations. _They 
have this right and this duty when 
they have reached maturity in their 
education and training. But.... 
such organizations must assume 
full responsibility for their action 
in the socio-economic and political 
field and must never commit the 
dangerous mistake of considering 
themselves, or of letting themsel- 
ves be considered, as instruments 
of the Church, which cannot, will 
not, and must not bear. responsibil- 
ity for any political party even if 
it is composed of Catholics. .... 
Party and Catholic are antithetic 
terms. Catholic means universal, 
comprising all those of the same 
faith. . . ; party is restrictive and 
means the exclusion of those who 
do not accept the party program.” 

Archbishop Carlos Carmelo, of 
Sao Paolo, Brazil, recently said: 

“The Church admits ail parties 
that do not oppose the truths of 
Christian sociology but it is, as is 
its duty, above party competition 


‘and has neither party nor candi- 


dates.” 
In a similar manner Bishop Er- 
razuriz of Talta, Chile, committed 
himself. 

Despite the great suffering and 
injustices which the Church in 
France suffered because of the po- 
litical coalition of all infidels, So- 
cialists and purely secularists, the 
Cardinals of France recently issued 
the following pronouncements: 

1) “The Church professes the 
greatest respect for the State and 
has the highest concept of its mis- 
sion as the organ to secure the 
unity of a politically organized 
community. It has the grave re- 
sponsibility of promoting the tem- 
poral common good of civil so-

2) “The Church teaches that 
the State, within the sphere of the 
action and exercise of its mission, 
possesses a sovereign authority. 
The Church demands that this au- 
thority of the State be fully recog-

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difficult, but religion must ac- 
cept what is true. There are 
two tremendous events in the 
history of the world: An abo- 
riginal calamity that engulfed 
the human race, which we call 
Original Sin; and a Universal 
Redemption which we call the 
Crucifixion. By ignoring these 
two awful facts, the religious 
go-getters may thi.k to succeed 
in making religion pleasant, 
but, in the end, their spineless 
worship can never stand be- 
cause it isn’t true. 

Every once in awhile some 
thoughtful critie expresses 
alarm and annoyance at the 
contemporary scene and gives 
warning. And there is excellent 
provocation. 'Today’s children 
are driven to school in a bus so 
they won’t be victims of fa- 
tigue, and may have more time 
for study. When they get to 
school a physical culture expert 
takes them from~-class to the 
gym and gets them so tired 
they can’t study—all this to 
supply for the exercise they 
lost when they rode a bus and 
did not walk or ride a bike to 
school! Our enlightened age 
has advanced so far that it re- 
fines the vitamins out of food; 
then, at outlandish prices, we 
take evil tasting capsules to 
supply vitamin deficiency. 

There are some college pro- 
fessors who tell their students 
that they are only higher 
forms of animals, and really 
have no souls. They also teach 
that a dictator who plunders 
and steals and k.ils is guilty of 
crime. (But if man is just an 
animal and has no immortal 
soul, why is it wrong? Surely, 
it is not wrong for a mere 
animal to follow the law of the 
jungle.) There are teachers, 
too, who point out to their 
eager pupils that man is de- 
termined in all his actions and > 
has no free will. Yet, the 
graduates of such colleges are 
expected to be ready to die for 
democracy and political free- 
dom. Obviously, if the indi-

not inwardly free as a private 
citizen, neither is a collection 
of such men free in the state. 
Needless to rem-*k, many of 
our teachers are a strange lot. 
They have campaigned for 
birth control and prevention of 
children and raise a hue and 
cry when schools are closed for 
want of children to teach. 


A Chinaman was yuite 
amazed at American iced tea, 
with hot water to give it heat, 
and ice to make it cold, lemon 
to make it sour, and sugar to 
make it sweet. Modern life is 
stranger by far! Lavish praise 
has been given to AC, 
WAVE, and defense worker, 
but little to parents, as such, 
who gave the country men to 
fight and women to work. 


There are advertisements for 
all kinds of food which natu- 
rally tend to make people fat, 
and still other advertisements 
for prescriptions and diets to 
keep these same people thin. 
Delightful, strong drinks are 
depicted to make men happy 
and healthy, and more drinks 
of a different type are sold 
to cure big heads and sour 
stomachs the morning after. 
That wonderful institution, 
“The Drug Store,” along with 
its counter for cokes, ice “ream 
sodas, and ham _ sandwiches, 
boasts cures for every conceiv- 
able malady that flesh is heir 
to. Is there any reason why a 
moneyed man within reach of a 
drug store should not attain 
perfect happiness? 


But this strange dilemma 
persists. We drink bicarb and 
bromo by the barrel; we take 
aspirin tablets by the ton; we 
use the right kind of shaving 
soap and the exact shade of 
face powder; we consume vast 
quantities of liquor; we have a 
painless inoffensive approach to 
religion; we listen to double- 
talk on our radio, dance to 
boogie-woogie, read symbolic 
poetry, and look at futuristic

paintings — but we are not 
notably happy. 

Engineers have built us mar- 
vellously convenient dwelings; 
electricians h: ve fur.vished 
lights which can turn night 
into day. Clever inventors and 
skillful technicians have rend- 
ered air travel safe and 
brought far lands and distant 
peoples closer ether. And 
what do we find? The machine 


that should bring people into 


closer harmony has driven 


them farther apart. 


Indeed, ir times are cut of 
joint! Surely there is some 
underlying cause for this be- 
wilderment in vur modern 
world. Critics and writers may 
cry out at the stranze contra- 
dictions in American life. But 
the problem ‘s not on the sur- 
face; it is deeper down. and 
farther back. W. H. Mal.cck in 
his excellent book TIs Life 
Worth Living, observes that 
the world denied the Church to 
assert the Bible; then it denied 
the Bible to assert God; then it 
denied God to assert the moral 
dignity of man, which it also 
eventually denied. The book 
was written late in the nine- 
teenth centary; Mallock died 
long before the arrival of 
double-talk. 


The world is in a welter be- 
cause it is lost, mentally and 
spiritually, which is not the 
normal condition for a :world. 
It has been spirited away by 
strange irrational philosophies. 
As Chesterton aptly put - it, 
“Since the modern world began 
in the Sixteenth Century, no- 
body’s system of philosophy 
has really corresponded to 
everybody’s sense of reality; to 
what, if left to themselves, 
common men would call com- 
mon sense,” 


Every man is a scholastic in 
his early years, but by learn- 
ing enough things that are not 
true he abandons his early, 
simple, forthright convictions, 


first for sophistry and then for 
skepticism. Surely the sal- 


vation of our world can only be 
to become child-like, receptive 
of truth, that we may enter, if 
not the kingdom of heaven, at 
least the domain of common 
sense. All our excessive speed 
and vaunted proz .ss can only 
lead us farther afield and deep- 
er into the morass unless we 
make our way back to the 
highway of truth. 


An able professor used to 
emphasize that humility is 
merely telling the truth. If that 
be true the world is victimized 
by lies, for the world is proud. 
What anguish has been caused 
by the lying claims of proud 
nations and master races! Such 
a brilliant psychologist as Ru- 
dolph Allers has dared to say 
that most neuroses ind much 
unhappiness is due to pride. If 
the individual would be happier 
by reason of humility, so also 
would the world. The return 
to truth and to sanity must 
begin somewhere — why not 
now, and with us? How? By 
humility and truth.

! HAVE previously mentioned in these dispatches the record amount 

of proselyting and subsidization that is going on in certain inter- 
collegiate circles as a number of “pro” schools try to induce returned 
veterans to leave the colleges of their original choice.

Doctorates Believed 
First To Be Conferred 
On Women In U. 5. 


~ 


South Bend, Ind.—(Special)— At 
the summer session commencement 
the School of Sacred Theology, 
Saint Mary’s College, Notre Dame, 
Holy Cross, Indiana conferred its 
frst degrees of Doctor of Philos- 
ophy in Religion on four candi- 
dates: Sister M. Aloysia Freund, a 
School Sister of Notre Dame from 
Mount Mary College, Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin; Sister Berchmans 
Jwilling, a Benedictine Sister from 
Saint Benedict’s College, Saint Jo- 
seph, Minnesota; Sister M. Alice 
Eileen O'Donnell, and Sister Maria 
Pieta Scott, both Sisters of the 
Holy Cross of Saint Mary’s College. 
This, it is believed, is the first time 
that a doctorate in religion has 
heen conferred upon any sister or 
any woman in the United States, 

The School of Sacred Theology 
opened at Saint Mary’s College 
with an experimental summer ses-’ 
sion in 1943. It had for its pur- 
pose the establishment of an ade- 
quate program of study in Theol- 
ogy and Sacred Scriptures to pre- 
are sisters and laywomen to teach 
RReli¢ion in college and high school. 
The experiment resulted in the 


opening in June 1944 of a regular 
course of studies comprising two 
full years and three summer ses- 
sions and leading to a Doctor’s de- 
gree. The curriculum includes two | 
years of Fundamental, Dogmatic, 
and Moral Theology, a year and a 
half of Sacred Scriptures with re- 
lated courses in Mystical Theology, 
Church History, Hagiography, Can- 
on Law, the Encyclicals, Archaeol- 
ogy, Greek and Hebrew. Its pre- 
requisites are a Bachelor’s degree 
with two years of Scholastic Philos- 
ophy and a reading knowledge of 
Latin. 

The school is under the direction 
of the Reverend Michael J. Gruen- 
thaner, S.J.. S.S8.D., editor-in-chief 
of the Catholic Biblical Quarterly, 
acting as chancellor. The faculty 
includes the Reverend Leo A. 
Arnoult, O.P., S.T.L., the Reverend 
William A. Bolger, C.S.C., Ph.B., 
Sister M. Francis Jerome, C.S.C., 
Ph.D., Waldemar Gurian, Ph.D., the 
Reverend William M. O’Beirne, 
O.P., S.T.L., Rufus William Rauch, 
M.A., the Reverend Matthew Schu- 
macher, C.8.C., Ph.D., the Reverend 
Robert Sweeney, C.S.C., J.C.D. 

Enrollment has been limitéd to 
approximately fifty. Among these 
are religious from nineteen dif- 
ferent communities and from the 
extreme boundaries of our states: 
Quebec, the District of Columbia, 
Louisiana, California. Among lay- 
women registered are graduates 
from the Universities of Chicago, 
Fordham, Ohio, Saint-Louis. The 
advent of women and the laity into 
the field of Theology is of genuine 
educational significance.
